water is that an

President.

Taft had expounded the main features 
of the proposed covenant of nations, 
Mr. Wilson told the

which filled the

"No party has the right to appro- 


priate this issue and no party will in 
the long run dare oppose it," he as- 
serted. 
Asserting that the league of nations 


is "meant as a notice to all outlaw 
nations" that the great peoples of the 
world will no longer tolerate interna- 
tional crimes, the President said that 
"Europe is a bit sick at heart at this 
very moment, because it sees

the people."
